! There was a wild rush for life belts. 
One man jumped overboard and was 
rescued with difficulty. Repeated as­ 
surances that the boat was in no dan­ 
ger, shouted through a megaphone, 
quieted the passengers

when the boats came alongside and 
took off the panic stricken passen­ 
gers.
